Christ having 
united us to Himself, He being 
united hypostatically with God His 
Father, therefore we are all linked 
together and linked to God by this 
supreme prayer.

“T am edified that class '31 has 
dedicated the success of the gradu- 
ation and the success of life to 
Christ, the King,” continued the pre- 
late. “I trust you to the leadership 
of your chosen Model. Christ the 
second Person of the Blessed Trin- 
ity, was from all eternity the expres- 
sion, the Word of God. If you know 
yourself you form an idea of your- 
self within yourself. God knowing 
Himself perfectly from all eternity, 
from all eternity conceived an idea 
of Himself which was Christ. God 
being one in every respect could not 
have an idea outside of Himself. 
Therefore Christ the expression of 
God within Himself is God, one with 
the Father and the Holy Ghost the 
triune divinity. 

Follow Christ, Your King 


“Christ is the point of all divis- 
fon,” the speaker asserted, “in time 
and eternity. Lucifer rebelled at the 
thought of Christ assuming the body 
of mankind. Christ at this time was 
the center of the first warfare re- 
corded.

Commencement 


For eighty-seven years there has been a 
June-time day when Clarke College, or, as 
it was formerly known, Mount St. Joseph, 
has symbolized her beauty, her traditions 
and her ideals in a last prodigal gesture of 
ceremony—light, color, flowers and music 
for her departing graduates. 

The last solemn day of the eighty-seventh 
year comes, Underclassmen have all gone 
home except for those who sing in the 
choir or who usher at the services. The 
seniors, those same seniors that have been 
bending worried brows over examinatiou 
paper or dancing at senior parties are now 
assembled in one hall remote from the 
throng of friends and relatives who have 
been pouring into the doors and through 
the corridors for the last hour.
